LONDON, April 10—The British cabinet 
was reported reliably today to have de- | 
cided to offer to guarantee the independ- 
ence of Greece and Turkey. 

Earlier, Prime Minister Chamberlain was Said to have | 
told Italy any attempt to seize the strategic Greek-owned 
Island of Corfu might be interpreted by Great Britain as an 
invitation to war. 

The cabinet meeting coincided with movements of Bri- 
tish warships in the Mediterranean. 

At the same time the cabinet decided to interrupt 
parliament’s Easter vacation and convene both houses 
Thursday. The object was to register the British govern- 
ment’s disapproval of the Italian invasion of Albania and 
to discuss ways of protecting other nations considered 
as threatened.

Provisional Government} 
Pledges Loyalty To Pre- 
mier Mussolini 


TIRANA, April i0—The provis- 
fonal Albanian government today 
pledged the loyalty of the Al- 
banian people to Premier Musso- 
linj and formally accepted Italian 
rule on their behalf. 

The president and secretary of 
the administrative committee broad- 
cast loyalty addresses to Albanians} 
and to Italy. Their speeches were 
relayed over all Italian radio sta- 
tions. 

Contrary to expectations in Tir- 
ana, Mussolini had not arrived in 
time for the broadcast and it was 
doubted that he would come today. 

The “appeal” of Albanian leaders 
to Mussolini to permit them to 
found an Albanian Fescist party 
also was read over the radio. 

“We ‘express our thanks for 
your (Mussolini's) sacrifices, 
which have saved the Albanian 
people from so many dangers,” 
the appeal said. 

The addresses came as crowds 
gathered in the main square of this 
fallen Albanian capital in expect- 
ation of a broadcast by Mussolini. 
The president of the provisional 
government spoke in Albanian and 
the secretary in Italian. The broad- 
cast opened with the Albanian nat- 
ional anthem and the Fascist hymn. 

“For the past 26 years we have 
had a bad administratior in Albania 
and have shown that we have been 
incapable of governing ourselves,”

LEGISLATION 
SAID DRASTIC

who now lives in Alberta, 
follows; 

“Under separate cover I am send- 
ing you a copy of the Saskatoon 
Star. In the article marked, it gives 
the details of the new legislation 
regarding payment of taxes by 
farmers in Saskatchewan. 

“I knew you wouid be interested 
in the details of an act passed in a 
sister province. I farmed in Sas- 
katchewan for many years and I 
know that this tax will work a great 
hardship on the farmers there, espe- 
cially with 60 cent (Port Arthur) 
wheat. I was a delegate to the Sas- 
katchewan Wheat Pool for some 
years and know the cost of raising 
a bushel of wheat in Saskatchewan. 
Yours truly.” 

The date of the paper is March 
28, 1939. , 

Commenting on this letter, the 
Premier declared that “Talk about 
legislation, Alberta does not know 
anything about that type of it. The 
paper states the reason for it thus: 
‘The government believes that be- 
fore any major refunding of the 
provincial debt can be attempted in 
Saskatchewan that it is necessary to 
put its house in order and this legis- 
lation is the first step on the road.’ 

“Taxing the farmers out of busi- 
ness. 


THREE YEARS LATE 

“I am afraid Saskatchewan is 
Just three years too late. The paper 
further states: ‘The legislation is 
an indication of the provincial gov- 
ernment’s realization that it must 
stiffen its attitude towards the en- 
tire taxation question and to the 
relief problem, put no one expect- 
ed that it would go as far as it is 
now revealed. It is now a case of 
pay your taxes or go to jail. 

“"The act \briefly, forbids any 


farmer to sell his grain until he has! 


obtained written authority to do so. 
He must be able to produce a mun- 
icipal certificate when he wants to 
buy a pound of sugar and offers 
a grain ticket as tender. Failing that 
he goes to jail.” 

Continuing and commenting on 
that extract, the premier said,

wan is in the grip of the money 
barons. 


“I wonder if the act will be dis- 
allowed as oppressive and discrim- 
inatory. They disallowed ours when 
it taxed the banks. 

“The coupon clippers and mort- 
gage companies are going to reap a 
harvest in Saskatchewan while the 
getting is good. 


MAY BE DIFFERENT 

“In my opinion the Saskatchewan 
voters may cast their ballot some- 
what differently in the federal elec- 
tion this year. What was that ex- 
pression of Upton Sinclair's, ‘If the 
people haven't suffered enough yet, 
it is their God-given opportunity to 
suffer some more.’ 

“I.am most thankful to say that 
the people of Alberta are not in| 
such a dilemma. But this is Easter. 
We must not allow sordid things to 
engage our attention at this time. 
You know our slogan, Have Faith in 
God. He can make all things right 
if we sing and pray. Put God in 
charge of your affairs and all will 
be well.”

Two Mills Less | 


A two mill reduction in Edmonton's 
tax rate is the direct, tangible, and cer- 
tainly welcome result of action by the 
Dominion Government to cut down to 20 
per cent the amount of relief costs to be 
paid by a municipality. 

Under this proposal the Dominion 
and the province will pay 80 per cent of 
relief costs in equal amounts. The con- 
sequent reduction in the tax rate might 
have been larger had it not been that the 
city’s financial year begins on January 
1st, and that of the Governments on April 
1st. For the three past months the city 
will have to pay in the former proportion. 

Even so, the reduction might have 
been made three mills at the risk of wind- 
ing up the year with a deficit. But it was 
better business to play safe and keep 
within the mark which is known to be 
attainable. To have to put on a mill or 
so next year to balance a loss sustained 
through too sanguine rate-cutting this 
year would more than undo the benefits. 

While not sweeping, a two mill reduc- 
tion is substantial, It means that the tax- 
payer whose bill was $100 last year will 
get off with slightly more than $96 this 
year. Encouragement aroused by the fact 
that the rate is moving downward wil! be 
as important in many respects as the cash 
saving to the taxpayer. Predictions that 
nothing less than a 54 mill rate could be 
looked for under the refunding plan hay- 
ing been disproved this year, ways may 
be found to set a figure for next year 
somewhere below the 52 mill level. 

That is the hope invited by this year's 
reduction. And since this year’s reduction 
was only made possible by Dominion ac- 
tion, the inference is pretty clear that any 
further reduction will have to originate 
in action by either the province or the 
Dominion. Mr. Fortin had nothing to do

Alberta’s Oldest Newspaper 


: After Albania? 

Explanations by the Italian ambas- 
sador in London that Il Duce will take his 
troops out of Albania just as soon as 
they have established order there will 
have to be taken at the same rate of dis- 
count as applies to Mussolini's promise 
that he would take his troops out of 
Spain just as soon as Franco won the 
war. There is no present likelihood, cer- 
tainly none because of these announce- 
ments, that he will take them out of 
either country. 

Rather the contrary. The Italian le- 
gions were sent to Spain to conquer in the 
name of Franco; they remain to see that 
Franco pays the bill by functioning as a 
puppet of Il Duce. They have been sent 
to Albania to conquer; and will remain 
to see that King Zog also functions as a 
puppet or ceases to function at all. Chat- 
ter to the contrary is only handed out for 
purposes of deception. 

The conquest of Albania realizes one 
of Mussolini's long range plans. It gives 
him control of the gateway to the Adri- 
atic and makes that sea an Italian naval 
base. It also brings Greece and Yugoslavia 
within striking distance and supplies a 
base for joint action with Hitler against 
Rumania. These countries are told by ac- 
tion they cannot misunderstand that if 
they join the anti-aggression pact they 
are liable to share Albania’s fate. 

The move does one thing more. It 
makes plain to all countries concerned 
that Mussolini's speech of a fortnight 
since was misconstrued. This seemed to 
suggest that he had revised his estimate 
of the profits to be gained from the alli- 
ance with Der Fuehrer and might be 
willing to listen to reason. That supposi- 
tion is out. France and Britain may as 
well conclude they can only deal with him 
as with a man whose pledges are worth- 
less and whose attitudes are poses for 
deception. And Rumania and Yugoslavia 
may as well join the anti-aggression pact 
and face the consequences now. If they 
don't, Albania is the symbol of the fate 
that awaits them in the dictators’ own 
good time.

Britain's Pledge to Poland 


“I am more a man of war today than I was in 
September.” 

With these words, uttered to a hushed House 
of Commons, Mr. Chamberlain explained Eng- 
land’s offer to help Poland against the threat of 
any Nazi attack. He was under no delusions as 
to what this classic departure in British foreign 
policy meant. For the first time in her history 
England had accepted a direct military obliga- 
tion, on a treaty basis, to defend a distant state 
in Eastern Europe from aggression. Nor was the 
reciprocal offer by Colonel Beck to have his 


‘country help England a mere sentimental ges- 


ture, void of meaning. Should England be at 
war in Europe, her safety may depend upon 
having allies in the eastern part of the contin- 
ent that would be able to check a sudden lunge 
for power by Germany or Italy. 

The Polish pledge forms part of the British 
pattern of peace: Chamberlain still hates armed 
conflict with every fibre of his being; but he 
now will no longer hesitate to draw the sword 
against any attempt by Europe’s war lords to 
make the world subject to an arrogant and 
brutal miltarism. 

Significant, too was the prime minister's im- 
plied rebuke of the London Times for trying to 
narrow the scope and implications of Britain's 
historic pledge. The paper had suggested, with 
all its immense prestige as a sort of unofficial 
spokesman for the foreign office, that England 
was engaged to protect the integrity, but not the 
frontiers, of Poland. Chamberlain denied the 
accuracy of this interpretation and stated the 
firm resolve of his government to keep intact 
Poland's independence as a sovereign state. 

But England’s responsibilities only begin 
when Poland formally asks for help. It is left to 
Warsaw officials to state when a threat to Polish 
safety becomes so acute as to demand the inter- 
vention of Britain and France, in fulfillment of 
their treaty obligations. 

Nor is the chance of a peaceful settlement of 
the Polish-German dispute, by a process of med- 
lation between the two countries finally ex- 
cluded. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Chamberlain told 
parliament that it was within the discretion of 
Poland to carry on negotiations for the solution 
of the Danzig problem with Germany. No bar- 
riers would be erected by England against such 
a policy. Obviously, both France and Britain 
wish to keep the door open for peaceful com- 
promise so that if war does come, after all ex- 
pedients to avert it have failed, the weight of 
aggression will rest directly upon the state that 
has repudiated the ways of peace. 

Poland can not be blamed for pursuing a cau- 
tious, if not canny, policy. She is the Belgium 
of Eastern Europe, the possible centre of a major 
wer. Her treaties with France and Germany 
make her share the tensi@ns of a bitter rivalry 
between two Great Powers now glowering at 
each other. Russia has no excess of love for 
Poland. And the fate of Czecho-Slovakia stands 
in ominous warning before her as to how 
impotent western states are to save a nation in 
Eastern Europe from being crushed by the arbi- 
trary might of a military neighbor. 

That is why Lloyd George warned Chamber- 
lain that the great gamble of guaranteeing Po- 
land's safety might end in utter failure unless 
the full co-operation of Russia’s military re- 
sources were ensured. 

“The Russian army,” according to the Man- 
chester Guardian, “is said to consist of about 
twenty-six infantry divisions, fourteen cavalry 
divisions and two mechanized divisions. The 
regular army is estimated at 1,000,000 and the 
total trained reserves are put at 15,000,000, but 
naturally no equipment is yet available for such 
a huge army. 

“It is believed,” the Guardian adds, “that 
mobilization would take a month.” 

And yet Russia, whose foreign policy remains 
one of the enigmas of Europe, has still to show 
that it will exert itself for Poland. The moment 
her ally, France, said that Russia would help in 
an emergency, « sharp denial] was entered from 
Moscow that the Soviet planned to consider im- 
posing even an economic embargo on Germany 
to aid Poland. 

The official Soviet news agency, Tass, said 
that reports in France alleged “that the Soviet 
Union undertook or promised to undertake, in 
case of war, to supply Poland with war mater- 
ial and close to Germany its market of raw 
materials, 

“Tass is authorized to state that this report 
does not correspond with the facts as the Soviet 
Union neither gave anyone such promises nor 
undertook such obligations.” 

So much for help from Russia, at least at 
present. What about France? Lloyd George says 
France could not come to Poland, except by air, 
unless she broke the Siegfried line which is 
stronger than the Hindenburg line. The latter 
fell only after many years and after a million 
men had died storming its ramparts. France 
must engage Germany ere her aid to Poland can 
be effective.

In Hungary, before the war, lived the widow 
Kuerschner, with her three children—two sons 
and a daughter. Arthur, the eldest was ambi- 
tious to be a journalist and author; Eugene 
wanted to become an artist, and little Renee to 
become an actress. All achieved their ambitions 
in time, but Time also robbed 
them of their joys. When the 
Great War broke out, Arthur 
who had just won a doctor's 
degree in literature joined the colors. He rose to 
become a captain in the Austro-Hungarian army, 
and received many medals for distinguished mil- 
itary service on the Italian front.

They 
wrote a letter to friends in New York, rented 
a boat from the hotel, rowed out to the middle of 
the lake and with clasped hands jumped over- 
board to a common death. The letter said that 
they were tired of life, being alone; friendless 
and without refuge. 

Honest, cultured self-supporting and loyal 
to the country that gave them protection they 
were, yet it availed naught to save them from 
becoming scapegoats for totalitarian hate.

imports are very strictly regulated | 
this is only partially true, More-| 
over, since this export-import con- | 
trol is designed with the express 
purpose of strengthening the Ger- 
man armament program it follows 
that trade with Germany is in a 
different class from that with almost 
every other country. 

It is, perhaps, unlikely that such 
a punitive tariff against German 
goods would hurt our exports to 
that country very much, since these 
are largely made up of essential war 
materials. It might be the part of 
wisdom. in the long run, to forego 
profits from this trade rather than 
strengthen the Empire's potential! 
| enemy. The parallel with Great 
| Britain is scarcely opposite. | 

From the point of view of gov- 
ernments it would seem that trade 
and profits are more sacred than 
human life. We condemn Japan 
but continue to sell her the mater- 
lals to prosecute her ruthless war 
of aggression in China. We fulmin- 
ate against the aggressive policies 
of the Nazis but persist in helping 
her to arm for further aggression. | 
At the same time we all know that 
thousands of Canadians may have 
to give their lives to defend the 
Empire and our liberties from 
attack from these quarters. Is it 
any wonder that the ordinary citi-| 
zen is utterly bewildered? | 

Finally, you suggest that since 
Britain does not find it necessary to 
punish the Nazis (by economic 
measures), Canadians need have no 
misgivings in continuing to have 
commerce with them. I suggest that | 
.the ignominious diplomatic defeat! 
inflicted upon Great Britain by the 
Fascist powers indicates that we 
need have very grave misgivings 
about following her lead in interna- 
tional affairs.

The government of the fertile 
isles under discussion is simply a 
farmer-labor government, and el- 
though there may be some social- 
ists in it, there may also be some 
socialistists in Heaven. There caa 
be no socialism without state own- 


| ership of the means of production, 


New Zealand has not taken over 
the means of production, and has 
even declared that she has no in- 


| tention of doing so. 


The socia! and economic reforms 
being carried out are not socialisi, 
but are, rather, identical with the 
program now projected by Hon. W. 
D. Herridge’s “New Democracy” in 
this country. That is: (1) An exe 
tension of social services and far- 
mer-labor legislation which are not 
socialism, ‘but good old-fashioned 
19th century liberalism; (2) mone- 


tary expansion, and (3) a little 
“planning’ thrown in for good 
measure. 


I challenge the C.C.F. to declare 
whether you can have socialism 
without state ownership of the 
means of production, and to show 
that New Zealand has taken over 
anything more than the central 
bank, as this country’s capitalist 
government has also done.

largement of the glands at the sides 
of the neck, fever, etc. As the 
acute attack subsides, the tonsils de- 


crease in size, 
Chronic or continued enlargement 


of the tonsils is seen in various 
forms. For example, there is the 
common type of enlargement as 
seen in young adults and children. 
In this type the tonsils may be 80 
swollen as almost to meet in the 
middle of the throat, but there is 
no evidence of disease. 

Then there is another variety in 
which the tonsil is very hard, due 
to an overgrowth of connective tis- 
sue. In the so-called “ragged” ton- 
sil there may be enlargement with 
a corresponding enlargement of the 
crypts or pockets, the glands them- 
selves being ragged from long con- 
tinued disease. 

In the case of the “Buried” ton- 
sil the gland itself may be increased 
in size, and yet this enlargement 
will not show because of being hid- 
den behind the pillars of mucous 
membrane at the sides of the throat.

these glands wil] then return to 
their normal size and will remain 
healthy. An excess of starches 
and sugars is directly responsible 
for tonsillar enlargement and the 
end-products in the body resulting 
from the overuse of these foods 
must be removed as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

This is rapidly accomplished by a 
short fast, using nothing else but 
water and fruit juice until the 
glands have reduced materially in 


light,

“No institution outside the home 
takes as much of our money or as 
much of our children’s time as does | 
the school,” said Dr. Lane. 

“Communities spend from 30 
cents to $2 a day over a period of | 
ten or more years on each child’s| 
schooling. We stake the young- 
ster’s future happiness and success 
vpon the work of the school. Pub- | 
lic education is our biggest busi- 
ness. 


RULE BY FORCE 
“To me it is a staggering thought,” | 
said Dr, Lane, “that the world has | 
never been as sick as in this com. | 
monly schooled generation, Rule by | 
force, war, loss of faith, national | 
and personal selfishness, crime, 
poverty, insanity, touch us all. 

“It is estimated that one child 
in eighteen will sometimes reside 
in a hospital for the insane. When 
I was in college a bit more than 
10 years ago the figure was one 
in 22, For this mess I hold the 
schoo] in part responsible. 

“Did you notice the story of the 
scientific achievement which receiy- 
ed the prize of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science recently? 

“A psychologist has discovered a 
technique for driving rats crazy. 
The technique is simple. Give the 
rat—and it works the same with 
you and me—problems that he 
can't solve, yet make it absolutely 
necessary that he attempt a solu- 
tion, and he loses his good rat sense. 


INFLUENCE 
“the school,” continued Dr. Lane, 
“exerts a tremendous influence 


upon the lives of children, Does the 
schoo] place most of its emphasis 
upon words, books, symbols? Man 
has concentrated his wisdom in 
books through the use of language. 
Emphasis in the school should be 
upon living. A good schoo] is simp- 
ly the best possible place for a child 
to spend his day.” 

Today a new ideal 
sway in educational 
Lane declared. 

“Every child likes a good school, 
Stupid or bright, swift or slow, 
washed or unwashed, the child is 
the only competent judge of the 
school’s worth for him. I know 
that to many that it a minor here- 
sy, but remember, we learn what 
we do! 


WISDOM OF MAN 

“The school pretends to represent 
the best wisdom of man. Its subject 
matter is the best that man knows 
and it is worse than losing an arm 
when a child dislikes and resents 
these good things.” Dr. Lane warn- 
ly declared. 

Dr, Alice V. Keliher said that the 
problem of the adolescent child 
forms one of the main tasks in hu- 
man relations, 

Need of developing greater sen- 
sitivity to adolescent needs in all 
teachers, regardless of their subject 
fields, was stressed by Dr. Keliher, 
who is one of the featured lecturers 
at the convention.

City commissioners shortly will 
recommend to council $600,000 
worth of capital expenditures for 
1939, about one-third of which will 
be covered by two per cent. fed- 
eral loans. 

The larger part of the borrow- 
ings, if approved, will be at 4% per 
cent, from the city’s sinking fund, 
in accordance with the debt refund- 
ing plan of Feb, 1, 1937. 

A large number of the capital ex- 
penditures are for replacements but 
others are for improvement or mod- 
ernization of city services, 
ALLOCATIONS 

Principal allocations of the capi- 
tal estimates are: electric light de- 
partment, $78,000; city telephone 


system, $101,000; waterworks de- 
partment, $20,000; stre&t railway, 
$150,000; engineer's department, 
$272,000. 


Federal loans under the Muni- 
cipal Improvements Assistance 
Act of 1938 will be obtained for 
waterworks and street railway, 8 
total of $200,000 to be borrowed. 

Overhead wiring, poles and paving 
for the new trolley bus system is 
being borrowed from the dominion, 
the amount being $150,000. Water- 
works will borrow $20,000 for an 
addition to its workshop. 

Replacements required by in- 
creased business will require a 
$78,000 expenditure in the electric 
light department. 


TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


The telephone system plans to 
install 900 new lines throughout 
the city. Engineer's department 
will buy three new sealed trucks 
for $15,000 for garbage collection 
and disposal. 

Among the others are $30,000 for 
sidewalks and crossings; $75,000 
for street paving; $31,500 for grad- 
ing and grevelling; $42,000 for new 
sewers and catch-basins, $8,000 for 
a new street-flusher, $25,500 to re- 


deck the low level bridge and 
$18,000 to re-deck Mill Creek 
bridge. 


Actual cost borne finally by the 
city for the low-level re-decking 
would te only one-third, or $8,500, ; 
the other $17,000 being halved by 
the C.N.R. and the Dominion gov- 
ernment, but the city would have 
to pay the full cost at the outset.
